at  Jenkins,  Burdine,  Dunham,  McRoberts  (all  In  Letcher  Co.,  Kentucky)  -  Paper  scrip  was  burned 
at  Power  House  in  Jenkins  -  metal  scrip  was  melted  at  Kingsport,  Tennessee  being  transported 
by  truck  and  armed  guard.  Information  from  Harold  Bellomy  and  Glen  Bridge,  both  employees 

of  Beth-Elkhorn  Corporation  and  provided  by  Scriptor  Mary  Wolfe . BLUE  Diamond  Coal  Co., 

at  Leatherwood  in  Perry  County,  Ky.  -  scrip  melted  at  company  machine  shop.  Information  from 
Lawrence  Woodard,  a  resident  of  Jenkins  and  provided  by  Scriptor  Mary  Wolfe. ....  Scriptor 
Bill  Lint  provides  following  information  -  W.M.Gravatt,  Jr.  owner  of  Mary  Helen  Coal  Corp. 
since  1920's  notes  in  letter  in  December  of  1973  to  W.R.  Lint  -  when  company  was  changed  to 
Pure  D  Coal  Company,  all  Mary  Helen  scrip  was  destroyed. ..  .Letter  from  W.  G.  Hall  to  Lint 
in  March  of  1974  notes  thct  Three  Point  scrip  was  cut  up  except  for  a  few  pieces  including  some 
dollars  and  a  very  few  keg  of  powder  pieces. . .  W.G.  Hall  is  son  of  Elmer  Hall  who  owned  Three 
Point  from  the  late  20's  into  rhe  50's. . . .  Scriptor  James  Cooper  of  Kentucky  indicates  that  he 
is  going  thru  his  collection  and  wants  to  get  the  records  and  listings  all  in  order.  He  would  like 
suggestions  and  ideas  from  other  collectors  on  how  they  list  and  record  their  items. . .  I  know 
from  my  personal  experience  that  it  is  one  difficult  job  to  get  everything  recorded  correctly. . 

I  have  been  thru  my  collection  three  times  and  still  do  not  have  it  in  shape  so  that  I  know  what 

I  have,  etc . Would  suggest  that  you  leave  plenty  of  room  in  the  listings  section  so  that 

new  additions  can  be  added  as  they  show  up. . . .  Of  course,  if  the  Edkins  book  was  available,
